Bt«ncee3 to increase revenue and in 
others to make more equitable certain 
existing laws, are recommended in the 
annual report of the state tax com- 
mission, which will be made to the 
le-iFl.iture tomorrow tonight. 


The leport, which is signed by Wal- 


ter \\'. Law, Jr. president, and John J. 
Merrill and Walter H. Knapp, com- 
mi--sioners. also revealed that various 
bureaus of the commission turned in- 
to the state treasury during the fiscal 
vear ending June 30, 1921, a total of 
$98,739,154- The largest single reve- 
nue' producing agency of the state is 
shown to be the corporation tax bu- 
reau which during the last fiscal year 
netted a return of $57,000,000, a new 
high record. 
The commission, how- 


ever, expressed a belief there would be 
a decrease in th present fiscal year of 
approximately $9,000,000 in this sour- 
ce of revenue, due to business depres-

Black hills In 1S74. When gold \\as 
discovered, at Ouster's request he 
rode 150 miles, through a country 
swarmms with hostile Indians to Fort 
Laramle, Wyo, In 48 hours and gave 
to the world the first news of the 
discovery, causing a stampede of min- 
ers into that region. 


\\lien Custer started on his last 


campaign against the Sioux in 1S70, 
Reynolds was offered the position of 
chief guide. 


When the Seventh cavalry left the 


steamer Far West, Reynolds was ill. 
Capt. Grant Marsh of the Far West 
tried to persuade him not to go with 
the expedition since he vras In no 
condition to do any fighting. Reynolds 
refused. 


"I've 
been waiting and getting 


ready for this expedition for 
t\vo 


years, captain, and I'd rather be dead 
than miss it," he said earnestly. So 
he rode away to his death.

the city cf Bio de Janeiro and dump 
it into the sea sailed for Brazil. With 
the party was Robert O. Hayward of 
the banking firm of Dillon, Read & Co., 
of this city, who floated the 112,000.- 
000 loan with which the mountain- 
moving project 1* to be financed. 


According to Mr. Hayward. the city 


of Rio de Janeiro has been anxious to 
get rid of the mountain for ten years. 
It is called Morro de Castello, and 
occupies a large acreage in the heft 
part ef the city's business district. 
The American engineers will remove

Conferring ot the freedom of a city 


' on a visitor has come to mean almost 
precisely the opposite of what it rr i&' i \ 
in the young da>s of America a.id—( 
earlier—In the medieval days In Eng- 
land. 


Originally Eeonomlo Measure. 


'The origin of the custom of grant 


ing the freedom of the city to aliens 
Is virtually lost in antiquity," *ftid 
Professor Harold McB- In, Instructor 
In municipal government at Columbia 
University, commenting on the round 
of brilliant receptions that have kept 
the mayor* of New York and other 
cities almost constantly in tall hats 
and frock coats ia recent month*. 
"It appears, however, to have grown 


directly out of the medieval organiza- 
tion of industry on * monopolistic 
basis, and was originally an economic 
measure pare and simple. 


"In the old English borough It 


amounted to a license to carry on busi- 
ness and", later, to vote. Without the 
statr* of a freeman, conferred by the 
grant, a man could not rise abov. the 
cla*e of employee. 


•The early Dutch settlers of New 


AtE«ter1am—now New Tork—set up 
a similar status, called the burgher 
right, In 1S48, as a protection ngamst 


' 'Scotch merchants and petty traders 


who spoil trade and business by un- 
derselling1 Person* not holding the 
burgher right were prohibited from 
conducting business 'either with Chris- 
tian or heathen.'

fof In the Docgan charter ot 1686— 
the flrst English charter of New Tork 
City—and it* dispensation was in- 
trusted 'to y* mayor or any three or 
more of ye alderman.' The f«* by this 
time wa« reckoned in British pounds 
Instead of teaver *kln»—S pounds 12 
shillings for the shopkeeper class and 
1 pound 4 Burnings for handicrafts- 
men.

bor, In recognition of their services in

The formality had nearly died out,
